roasted chickens. Que of the wai- 
ters, judging from the quantity of 
victuals ordered, what number’ of 
people would probably be expected 
to dine, laid the cloth, and furnished 
the table with eight plates, &c. Mr. 
Handel arrived punctually at the 
hour he had named for the appearance 
of his repast, and was informed that 
none of the company were come, but 
himself ; the landlord therefore hum- 
bly suggested to him that the dinner 
might be kept back till some more 
of the company dropped in. * Com.

He 
swallowed at Dolly’s Beef-stake house 
for a considerable wager three solid 
pounds of beef, after having eaten a 
very hearty dinner. —T his ancedote 
I gathered from Guthrie, the histo- 
rian, who assured me he was present 
when the deed wasdone, But that 
is moderate eating, comparing to 
what J have done: I know an alder- 
man who could accomplish a greater 
task than that. 

I flatter myself that few, very few, 
can vie with me in the voracious line. 
I am well known in all the ordinaries 
jn and about London, Westminister 
and her environs, but am no longer 
admitted in them asa guest.

of the Hon. Baronet ; the shops were 
shut ; nnd the Church bells of every 
yarish were set a ringing. 

By half after twoo’clock the whole 
of the procession was in readiness to 
move, and from that moment the 
most eager expectation prevailed, but 
which in the end was totally disap- 
pointed ; for, about half after three 
Lord Moira appeared on his way to 
the Tower and was received with ac- 
elamations.

The Jury was fworn in about half paft} 
three; after which Mr. Adams addrefed | 
them in an appropriate {peceh, and inform. | 
ed them that they were aflembled in. the | 
precinéts of his Majecfty’s Palace. 

The Coroner ttated to the jury, that a] 
leng inveftigation of the principal witneffes 

been, altéady gone inte, and that of 
coyrfe it would only now be neceflary to 
have the depofitions then taken read before 
them to the witneffes, who fhould have 
the power of making any additions or al- 
terations whieh they might chufe. He al- | 
fo ftated that they would have an opportu. 
nity of infpeéting the bedchamber in which | 
his Royal Highnefs had fept on the night 
of the attempt, and the body of Scillis, the | 
fuppofed affafin, juft as it had been found | 
thofe who had ‘firft difcovered it. 

The firft depofition read was that of his | 
Ro: al Highnefs himfelf. He fated, that 
he had been awakened about three o’elock 


‘on Tuefdsy morning by two violent blows | 


on the head, which were immediately af. | 
terwards followed by two others, accom- | 
panied by a hiffing noife. From thie cir-

The Duke was particu- 
larly partial to Seillis, and behaved better 
ta him, he thought, than any other fer- 
vant, Seillis and Neale were obliged fre- 
quently to bein the fame room together. 
but he never obferved any thing particu- 
lar between them, Scillis was a very fober 
mao. If he was not at the Duke*s appart- 
ments upon hia bufine's, he was fure to be 
found with his family. The Duke con-
